Resolutions were adopted that the 
merchants request the board of health of 
St. Louis to confer with the state board of 
health of Arkansas and Texas in regard to 
quarantine regulations as will 
be satisfactory to the people of those 
states and to enforce such regulations 
in the shipment of all goods from St. Louis. 
The merchants of St. Loms individually 
pledge themselves not toShip or permit to 
ve shipped from St. Louis to any point in 
the south, goods or merchandise 
of any kind coming from any 
infeeted districts, and are prepared to ac- 
company all shipments with affidavits to 
that effect. The city authorities have been 
in telegraphic correspondence with Texas 
officials and a satisfactory understanding 
will probably be arrived at, 
Lovisvitie, Ky., July 19.—~At a meeting 

of the board of health this afternoon the 
rules and regulations of the sanitary coun- 
eil of the Mississippi valley were adopted. 
These rules relate to tLe in: pection:« fsteam- 
boats carrying passengers and freight from 
river and gulf ports to the interior, and to 
a more effective quarantining of railroads. 
The regulations touching railroads 
require extreme sanitary care 
of depots, stations, round-houses, car- 
shops, grounds, out houses, ete, which 
must be daily inspected by a local railroad 
agent or official. who is to use disinfecting 
material every week where necessary; the 
posnts relating to quarantine are im port- 
ant, and are as follows: whenever a railroad 
train departs from an infected station, no 
erson with fever shail be al- 
fovea to take passage on such 
train. The baggage from snch an infected 
station shalPbe thoroughly disinfected be- 
fore leaving such railroad station at a point 
not less than fifty nor mure than seventy- 
live miles from the pvint, of departure 
from an infected place. There shall be an 

entire transfer of pessengers and _ bag- 
gage to another train of ‘ars, which 

train shall never enter an _ infected 
district. This transfer shall be made under 
the supervision of medical officers. No 

person with fever shall be allowed to pro- 

ceed on this train, but shall return to the 

point of departure or be treated in a 

hospital at the place of _ transfer. 
The cars which carry freight without break- 

ing the bulk may pass without transfer of 
freight. The cars are ventilated in such a 

way that a constant current of air passes 

through the whole length of the car during 
the transit. ‘The way freight shall be trans- 
fe red at apoint not excveding fifty miles 
from the point of departure, aid cars from 
which freight has been transferred 
shall not proceed further on the road, but 
shall be returned to the point of departure. 

During the existence of the epidemic of 
yellow fever, freight cars after unloading 
shall be thoroughly cleansed by serubbing 
and sprinkling with carbolie acid or fumi- 
gated and disinfected and then painted. 
These regulations were tully discussed be- 
fore adoption.

THE HISTOBY OF THE PLAGUE, 
Chattanooga Quarantine—The Present 
Epidemic—-The Exodus. 

The history of yellow fever in this country 
shows that it has hardly been the exception when 
the fever appeared as an epidemic the year fol- 
lowing an epidemic. In 1847 there were 2,259 
deaths in New Grleans, and 850 in 1548 and 737 in 
1849. In 1853 there were 7,970 deaths in the same 
city, and there were 2,423 deaths in 184 and 
? 670 in 1855. In 1858 there were 
3,889 deaths, but none the next year. 
In 1867 there were 3,093 deaths, and none the fol- 
lowing year. In the same proportions the fever 
appeared in the smaller places In Louisiana and 
Wissiexippt in those years. In 1848, when it reap- 
peared in New Orleans, it came in June, while 
the epidemic of 1847 began in August. The great 
epidemic of 1853 began in May, and the epidemic 
of the year following came in July, and in the 
next year in June. The epidemic in North 
Carolina in 1862, was followed in 1864, two years 
afterward by one of increased mortality, but not 
in the same cities and towns as a general thing. 
[n 1797, Philadelphia’s death list was 1,300,in 17¥8, 
500, and in 1799, there were 1,600 deaths. So it 
was in 1802, three-fifths when Philadelphia next 
had the feveras an epidemic. in South Caro- 
lina it has been almost iovariably the 
case that the second year brought an epidemic. 
Memphis and all other points which were Iin- 
fected in 1873 escaped the second year. In_ that 
year the fever began in Shreveport first, and did 
not come until the latter partof August, reaching 
Memphis September 14. August has been the 
favorite month for its inception. Last year it 
began near the first of the month in the south. 

THE CHATTANOOGA QUARANTINE, 
Chattanooga Times, 19th. 

Our quarantine officer is performing his whole 
duty in the enforcement of the regulations and 
in accordance with the mayor’s command no one 
is allowed to enter the city even with a health 
certificate. This efficieat quarantine is in

WHAT THE COUNCILMEN HAVE TO SAY 


Not Much in Pavor of it--The City will Probably 
be Able to Build Next Year—Some of the 
Objections to a Market--What the 
Butchers Say. 


It may be fairly said that the members 
of the city council ‘do not heartily favor the 
market project, and they certainly do not 
appear to be willing to fut the enterprise 
in the hands of a stock company. A Con- 
STITUTION reporter has succeeded in getting 
interviews with several df the councilmen 
and they all appear to hold the same views, 
which are lukewarm towards the market 
building and decided against giving a mo- 
nopoly to any private company. 

Mayor Calhoun said in reference to a 
question as to his position on the market: 
“I have given the subject little steady 
thought, as I have known that it was ut- 
terly out of the question for the city to 
think of building a market for the present, 
I had thought that when such @ possibility 
appeared that I would investigate the mat- 
ter thoroughly and then act asI thought 
best for the city.” 

“What do you think of the proposition 
to let a stock company take hold of the 
matter and build it?” 

“Idon't think much of that. I am op- 
posed to grants of monopoly of any sort 
when itcan possibly be avoided. They are 
apt to become Toppressive in time, 
and a grant once yielded is seldom reyoked. 
[It might be that at present it would 
do to make this grant of exclusive 
monopoly to a company. But you 
see the company would wantthis exclusive 
grant for twenty years. Now, that is a long 
time, Intwenty years there is no telling 
what Atlanta’s needs might be. We hope 
by that time it will be a vast city, with over 
one hundred thousand people. It might be 
that two or three, or even four markets 
might be a public necessity; and yet under 
the grant we had made to this company 
neither the city or a private company could 
put up another market. On the other hand 
it would not be just to APR SO: 
without intending to stand by it faithfully. 
Twenty years is too longa time for a grow- 
ing city to commit itself to. I suppose 
no company would go into the scheme with 
a guarantee of less than twenty years,”’

THE NEW MAIL CARS. 


The First Passes Through Atlanta. 

Yesterday quite a sensation was created at 
the passenger depot by the arrival on the Air- 
Line road of the first of the white mail cars 
on the new fast schedule between New York 


and New Orleans. The car wassotrim and 
retty that itat once attracted attention. 
twas white, trimmed in buff, and had a 
, finish that attracted attention at once. The 
car was adorned with United States flags, 
and created a stir at every station it 
. The car is named the “Louisiana,” 
and bears the words “fast mail’ as an in- 
scription above the name. There are four- 
teen of these new cars on the fast mail line 
between New Orleans and New York, all of 
them being named for the states through 
which they pass and the chief cities of the 
union. The interior arrangements of the 
cars show great improvement over the old 
plans ef handling the mails. There are 
several inventions which will prove of great 
service in handling the mails. The interior 
of the car is as neat as af 
drawing room, and is supplied with every 
comfort for the route agents. One end is set 
apart for the huge sacks of through mail; 
the center contains the boxes for newspa- 
pers, etc, which are arranged so that the 
mail can be most easily handled; the other 
end has 450 pigeon holes for letters. Each 
pigeon hole bas a division labelled on both 
ends, $0 that there are really 900 pigeon 
holes as the divisions can be reversed. The 
car whitich was here yesterday runs 
from New Orleans to Richmond. The 
white cars will soon put on 
the night trains also, as the West Point is 
soon to run a night passenger train, making 
close connection with the night train on the 
Air-Line. The time to New York is greatly 
shortened: Instead of being 35 hours from 
here it will be 31:15 hours, and will be 
shortened about tive hours from New Or- 
leans to New York.

The Little Mattar Troubling the Peace of Page 
aad Pinson—How the Shooting was Done 
and Why—The Existing Fam- 
ily Relations, 


Wm. R, Page, who shot Jake Pinson, col- 
ored, at the house of Lizzie Wooten, Friday 
afternvon was arrested yesterday upon a 
warrant issued by Justice Butt at the in- 
stance of Jakes wife, and has since then 
been in the custody of an officer at the 
station-house. The shootihg occurred a 
short distance from Angier’s spring, on the 
line of the Atlanta and Charlotte Air-Line. 
We have been unable to procure the details 
of the difficulty from an eye-witness to the 
affair, and, therefore, will have to give the 
facts as related to us by the wounded darkey 
and the man who did the shooting. 
Pinson says that while at the house of 
Liza Wooten Friday last, Page came there. 
accompanied by several parties, and re- 
marked, “Jake, I've got a warrant for 
you.” Pinson answered, “That don’t make 
any difference; you had one for me before 
and you did not serve it." “Well, I'm 
going to serve this one,” said Page. The 
speaker pulled a warrant out of his pocket 
and showed it to Pinson, as he did ao, 
telling the party who ac- 
companied him to arrest Pinson 
“Come on, ve got no time,” said Page, 
putting his hands on Pinsen. “You have 
gottogo with “ Page then told his 
companion to tie Pinson with a rope which 
he pulled from his socket. The negro 
backed up into a corner of the house and 
Page again called upon his party to take 
hold A tight then occurred be- 
tween the two and Page drew a pistol and 
fired upon Pinson. “The ball took effect in

near the left side. The negro fell to 
the ground, and Page and his party left and 
returned to the city. Liza Wooten came in 
about that time and seeing the condition of 
Pinson called in Dr, Wooley.

Page maintains that having been sworn 
in asan officer he had the right to make 
the arrest, and is quite confident that he

W.R. Page, who shot John Pinson, is not 
a regular bailiff, but follows the business of 
a butcher in this city.

John Pinson, colored, and Nancy Gann, 
white, charging them with the offense of 
adultery. 

Page was sworn in by Justice Butt asa 
special bailiffand authorized to serve the 
warrant and make the arrest. This he did, 
and upon a hearing before said justice the 
warrant was dismissed.

THE ORIGIN OF THE AFFAIR,

THE CATTLE QUARANTINE, 

The Obstacles to the Importation ef 
Huglish Cattle Removed, 
Wasutnoroy, July 19.—The treasury de- 
partment has revoked the order prohibiting 
the importation of meat cattle from Eng- 
land, The secretary has officially deter- 
mined that such importation will not tend 
to the introduction or spread of contagious 
or infectious diseases among the cattle of 
the United States, provided that ali meat 
cattle from any portion of Europe arriving 
atany port in the United States shall be 
kept in quarantine for not less than 0 days. 
under the restriction of customs officers. 
and at the expense of the parties interested 
except when the staté or municipal 
laws provides for a «narantine of 
such cattle, andin such cases collectors will 
permit proper officers to quarantine them 
in such a manner as the state or manicipal 
authorities require. The department will, 
upon applicgtion, consider special cases 
where it may be claimed during such quar- 
antine that cattle were from entirely 
healthy localities direct to the United 
States, and will decide in such cases 
whether they may be delivered at a period 
shorter than ninety days, as before mea- 

tioned.

A FELINE SCENE,

Twenty Cats Eating the Bedy of a Dead 
Man. 

New York, July 19.—An old German 
bachelor named Ferdinand Armried lived 
alone, with 20 pet cats, in a back room on 
the first floor of the tenement No, 139 For- 
syth street. He had resided there in that 
peculiar compamionship for so many years 
that the residents of the neighborhood long 
since ceased to give any heed to his oddi- 
ties, and allowed him to go on in his queer 
way unmolested. He was known as the 
“old bachelor,’ and had no associates but 
his pet cats, of which he took the 
best of care. He made a good living by act- 
ing as agent for a tea company. During the 
greater part of Tuesday night the miseries 
of the sleepless neighbors, who lay tossing 
about in the sweltering heat, were greatly 
aggravated by the unusual cries*of Arm- 
ried’ cats, which kept up a dismal and dia- 
bolical howling all through the night and 
morning and until 2 Selock in the after- 
noon. As their savage noises seemed to 
grow more furious every moment, Mr. Au- 
gust Scheslan, a resident of the tenement, 
lost all patience and went up to Armried’s 
door to tell him that he must either keep 
his cats quiet or move out of the house, 
Scheslan rapped vigorously at Armried’s 
door, but gut no answer except from the 
eats, which howled at him fiercely. After 
some. reflection the idea dawned upon 
Scheslan that the trowble ainong the eate 
was caused by the thoughtlessness of Arm- 
ried, who, he conjectured, had gone away 
and locking his cats up in the rvom with- 
out food or water. Impressed with this 
idea, Scheslan’s heart softened toward the 
imprisoned felines, and he determined to 
climb up and open the transom over the 
door and liberate them. He opened the 
transom, peeped into the room, and then 
fell suddenly to the hall floor. Picking 
himself up, he ran as fast as he could to the 
Tenth precinet police station, where he 
cried out to Captain Allaire: ‘Old Bachelor 
Armried is layin’ dead in his room and his 
twenty cats was eatin’ his body all up!” 
The captain at once sent two policeman to 
the place. They broke in the ps of Arm- 
ried’s room and were met by a stench that 
for a moment drove them back into 
Returning, they found Arm- 
ried’s dead body lying on thefloor much de- 
composed — covered with great holes, 
which the cats had eaten out, having evi- 
dently lived upon the remains for many 
hours. At the approach of the officers the 
cats crept close to the body, and while some 
of them set up a most dismal moan, others 
actually ate of the flesh. The beasts could 
only be driven from the body with clubs, 
aot the officers bad great difficulty 
in beating them from the room, as 
many of them fought savagely, and 
even then they secreted themselves 
in the dark corners of the hallways and con- 
tinued their bloodecurdling screeching. It 
was found that Armried had been dead for 
over twenty-four hours, that he died in the 
closed room, surrounded by his pets, and 
that, there being nothing else in the room 
for them to eat, the cats, when they became 
hungry, fell upon their master’s corpse, 
tearing from it great quantities of flesh, 
which they devoured.
